The long pass is one of the most 
effective weapons in any football 
team’s arsenal, But it is seldom 
executed effectively at the high 
school level, either because the 
passer isn’t strong enough to get 
off a good throw or because there 
are too many defects in his throw- 
ing action for accuracy, timing 
and ‘distance.

It came as no major surprise |~ 
when Premier Manning called 
on Dr. Ross to take over on the 
retirement of Hon, Dr. W. W. 
Cross, who headed the health 
department for 22 years. The 
only unexpected thing was the 
timing. Even Dr. Ross says he 
expected Dr, Cross to remain in 
office until the next election. 

The new minister says_ the 
toughest part of ‘the’ decision: 'to 
become a_ full-time politician 
was losing the associations and 
close-friendships developed since 
1938 when he began his practice 
in Edmon‘on after graduating in 
medicine from the U of A. 

When I called to interview 
him in his spacious office in the 
administration building, he had 
a stack of 40 or 50 letters from 
patents, congratulating him but 
at the same time chiding him 
gently for leaving them without 
a family doctor. 

The slight, soft-spoken. min- 
ister is a hard worker and should 
be a valuable addition to ‘the 
cabinet. He’s a man “with ideas 
of his own about many things, 
and hhas proven that he can be 
outspoken when the ccoasion de- 
mands. . 

He has strong ideas about the 
practice of medicine. He regards 
it-as a high calling and deplores 
the tendency to regard it as just 
another way to make ‘a living. 
The. trend toward specialization 
frightens him, and he can’t say 
enough about. the valuable con- 
tribution of the old-fashioned 
general practitioner. 

He has demonstrated in the 
Legistature that his views on 
liquor are quite broad and in 
sharp contrast to those of Pre- 
mier Manning ang other cabinet 
colleagues. He is not a teetotall- 
er, and believes education is 
needed to teach the public how 
to use liquor without abusing it. 

Even before he joined the So- 
cial Credit party he admired the 
province’s health program, and 
he isn’t likely to introduce ma- 
jor changes. He believes‘in the 
idea of free treatment and as- 
sistance for long-term, extraor- 
dinary illnesses which can cause 
financial catastrophe for the av- 
erage family. 

These are the type of illnesses 
which require big hospitals, ela- 
borate facilities and trained staff 
which only a government can 
provide, Polio, tubereulosis and 
cancer are examples, and free 
treatment has been available for 
years. 

Dr. Ross says he ‘ie one ma- 
jor problem to tackle, and that 
is mental health. He believes 
there should be more research,, 
and emphasis on preventive mea- 
sures by early diagnosis. It may 
be significant that 22 years ago 
when Dr. Cross was sworn into 
office he regarded mental health 
as one, of the biggest problems. 

Since joining the party, Dr. 
Ress has read up on Social Cre- 
dit theories and is convinced 
they are sound, In addition, he 
believes Social Credit as a move- 
ment is closer to the people. He 
has an answer to criticism about: 
mixing religion and politics. He 
simply asks the critic if he would

To prove the truth of this adage, 
the dairy industry is getting be- 
hind a drive to promote the an- 
nual “Cheese Festival” to encour- 
age greater consumption of cheese 
in Canada. a 

Manitoba’s dairy commissioner, 
Cc. H. P. Killick, points out that 
there is a cheese to suit every 
taste and most of the varieties 
are made right ‘here in Canada, 
Canadians are most familiar wit 
cheddar cheese or its derivatives 
made from cow’s milk. But in Bo- 
hemia a cheese is made from 
sheeps’ milk; goats’ milk is used 
in Germany; a mixture of goat 
and sheeps’ milk in Hungary.| 
Cheese made from the milk of a 
reindeer is a delicacy in Norway 
and Sweden, while the milk of the 
buffalo produces cheese to please 
the taste of the gourmet in some 
parts of Italy. 

Mr. Killick said that although 
Canadian cheddar is reputed to be 
the best in the world—our cheese 
was selling on the British market 
this spring for a premium as hig 
as 20c a pound more than New 
Zealand, Australia and Great Bri- 
tain—we are not large cheese 
eaters. 

There is plenty to go around.. 
Mr, Killick said that in Manitoba 
we make over a million pounds 
of cheddar cheese a year mostly 
from pasteurized milk, and over 
one and _ three-quarter million 
pounds of cottage and cream 
cheese.

Newspaper of 1902 
turns up in Watrous 


Insulation ts not a new com: ing, veterinary advice, fruit grow- 


modity, in spite of claims made 


by advertisers in The Watrous 
Manitou! Insulation was used in 
the first house built in the Town 
of Watrous and as proof of this, 
Mrs. T. Rink brought in a sample 
on Saturday afternoon. THe insu- 
lation referred to was a copy of 
the “Farm and Home” newspaper, 
published ‘in. Chicago, and it was 
found behind a chimney which 
was, replaced at the Rink resi- 
dence, 5th Ave. W. The house was 
built by Mr. and Mrs. Frank Koeh- 
ler in 1908, and the label on the 
paper referred to was in the name 
of Mrs. Mary Koehler. This “Farm 
and Home” western edition was in 
its 23rd years of publication, and 
the copy which came to light in 
Watrous was dated May 15, 1902. 
It was a semi-monthly publica- 
tion.

1902 model Mead bicycles 
were. offered at $9 to $15 each, 
also on a 10-day free trial, and 
were shipped on approval.

Another popular line of ° that 
day was the Lydia E. Pinkham’s 
vegetable compound. Sugar was 


advertised at $2.95 per cwt., also 
shipped without any money being 
involved. Steel roofing was offered 
at $2.25 -per square, freight 
charges being paid by the adver- 
tiser. Of interest to oldtimers was 
an advertisement re sets of driv- 
ing harness offered at $4.25 each, 
while top buggies.could be pur- 
chased for $28.50. (Unlike motor 
equipment of today, there were no 
extras: necessary with the pur- 
chase of a buggy, except a whip, 
and this was generally given away 
without charge when a purchaser 
paid for. his vehicle.) 


Bingo events had not been 
thought of in 1902, but one adver- 
tisement offered $25,000 in gold 
and prizes to winners in a great

test. A plan of a house was of 
interest; and. this showed the fol- 
lowing rooms in the three-storey 
structure: main floor: parlor 16x14 
ft.; sitting room; 12x11 ft.; cham- 
ber, 14X12 ft.;. dining room, 14x12 
ft.; man’s bedroom, 10x8 ft.;

To top off the structure 
was an attic, 25x16 ft.

fertilize fields 


The soils and crops branch of 
the provincial department of agri- 
cultufe reports that fertilizer 
trials' reveal that nitrogen applied 


to stubble crops in the fall sub- 


stantially increases the 
yield the following year. 


Best time to apply it is the fall. 
The practice of working crop resi- 
due back into the soil to reduce 
erosion and maintain fertility 
tends to depress crop yields tem- 
porarily unless nitrogen is added. 

The §Soils branch recommends 
applying 40 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre in the fall. This 40 
pounds can be supplied in any one 
of the following formulas: 


@ 120 pounds per acre of am- 
monium nitrate (33.5-0-0) 
@ 200 pounds per acre of am- 

monium sulphate (21-0-0) 

@ 50 pounds per acre of anhy- 

drous ammonia (82-0-0) 

This application does not sup- 
ply phosphate. This shold in- 
stead be drilled in with the seed 
the following spring using 11-48-0 
at 40 pounds per acre. If nitrogen 
is used in the fall, much less 
phosphate than usual is required 
in the spring. Otherwise crops 
must be supplied with phospate 
| using 16-20-0 at 70 to 80 pounds 
per acre or 27-14-0 at 70 to. 80 
pounds per acre. 

The soils and crops branch re- 
port explaftied that pHosphate fer- 
tilizers are not applied to stubble 
crops in the fall because the 
phosphate is lost in the soil over 
the winter, .

Manitoba will have a second 
trans-Provincial highway on Oc- 
tober 1 when historic No. 1 Bast 
and the Winnipeg-Portage stretch 
of No. 1 West will become part | 
of No. 4 highway. . 

It will mean, said Hon. R. D. 
Robertson, public works minister, 
that the newly-designated No. 4, 
stretching \ from. the Ontario 
boundary, near West Hawk Lake 
to the Saskatchewan border west 
of Russell, will be the longer of 
the two trans-provincial highways, 
covering a distance of 351 miles. 

At the same time, the 303-mile- 
long Trans-Canada highway will 
be designated No. 1. This highway 
number ‘is in use on the Trans- 
Canada in Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia. Re-number- 
ing by Manitoba will give the 
Trans-Canada the same designa- 
tion from the Manitoba-Ontario 
border westward to the Pacific 
coast. 

In cddition to these route mark- 
ers on the Trans-Canada, discus- 
sions are being held by the prov- 
inces. with federal authorities re- 
garding having a uniform crest or 
symbol along the entire route of 
the Trans-Canada. 

The new No. 4 consists of 273 
miles of pavement, including a 
four-lane section from Winnipeg 
to Lockport; 39 miles of oiled sur- 
face from Newdale to Strathclair 
and from Foxwarren to Russell, 
and 38 miles of gravel. The new 
location of No. 4 between Shoal 
Lake and Foxwarren has just béen 
opened for full traffic.
